‘Upland Tea Party’ Letter To Councilmen Pay Plan 
Stirs Christensen ‘Til He's Piping Hot 


(Ed. note — The foilow- 
ing “open letter’ to the Up 
land City Council, read in 
full Dec. 15 by its author to 
the recipients, drew ap- | 
plause from an overflow City 
Hall audience — and also 
drew the ire of Councilman 
James Christensen, whose 
spontaneous reSponse in de- 
fense of the governing body 
prompted even more ap- 
plause.) 

Gentlemen: | 

As a citizen and taxpayer of 


the City of Upland, I hereby 
wish to protest any action 
taken by the City Council 


which would deprive me or my 
fellow citizens of the right to 
pass judgment on matters of 
major taxation such as our 
new Civic Center. 

According to our Govern- 
ment Code, a city is given 
legal limitations for the fi- 
nancing of a City Hall. It is 
stated therein that the city is 
authorized to levy a tax not to 
exceed 50 cents for each $100 
of property assessed valuation. 

This assessment requires a 
two-thirds vote in order to

C-AL Study Set -- Maybe 


The Cucamonga District} 
Chamber of Commerce is all | 
set to go On its Economic 
Feasibility Study of the 27- 
square-mile Alta Loma-Cuca- 
monga area, except for a few 
problems: 


(1) Having reversed the rec- 
ommendaion of its special re 
search committee on selection 
of a firm to do the job, it ap 
parently has lost the support 
of the committee’s three mem- 
bers. Two of them and a proxy 
walked out of the Chamber 
meeting last Tuesday when 
the switch was made. 

(2) Since two of 
search committee’s members 
are Alta Lomans, and since 
the Alta Loma Improvement 
Association previously had ap- 
proved the committee’s rec- 
ommendation, Alta Loma may 
well underwrite its own study. 
The ALIA is now trying to de- 
cide whether to “go it alone 
or not,’ according to Mrs. 
Bonnie Jo Syverson, chair- 
man. 

(3) Inasmuch as the pro- 
posed amount for the survey 
is $4,500 — part of which Alta 
Loma is supposed to pay— 
Cucamonga may find it diffi- 
cult to raise money without 
community unity. 

Following last week's Cham- 
ber session, at which the 
board of directors chose Gold- 
Thompson Co. of Los Ange-| 
les over Community Design | 
Associates of Claremont, the 
research group’s _ selection, |

Efrain Encinas, 30-year-old 
small-farm owner from Batuc 
Sonora, is considered “typi 
eal” of the Mexican Braceros 
who have been farmed out by 


the San Gabriel Valley Labor 
Association to harvest Foot 
hill area crops 

Perhaps Encinas is a_ bit 
brighter, a little more con 
scientious, a harder worker’ 
than most of his fellow na 
tionals, but he is called ‘aver 
age’ by Xavier Piedra, asso 


ciation assistant manager, and 
he will be missed. He left 
Cucamonga last Wednesday; 


his return is now problematl- |

Through Piedra, THE NEWS 
chatted with the Spanish 
speaking Encinas shortly be 
fore his bus departure 


Encinas has been coming to 
the SGVLA camp for the past 


nine years, or since he turned 
21. This last stay, he was here 
nine months, laboring hard 
away from his wife and chil 
dren 

But he has been laboring 
for a purpose. He managed to 
mail $400 home during the
